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CARPET  WOOL  SITUATION 
July  £6,  1929 


The  consumption  of  carpet  wool  during  May  was  overjA  million 
pounds.  This  is  the  highest  for  any  month  this  year  and  nearly  3 
million  pounds  above  the  monthly  average  for  1928.  Carpet  and  rug 
looms  reported  the  greatest  activity  for  anj'  month  in  the  last  four 
years.  Imports  of  carpet  wools  for  the  first  six  months  of  1929 
v/ere  fully  25  per  cent  greater  than  in  the  same  period  last  year. 

Too  l5oston  market  has  been  quiet  with  most  sales  to  meet  immediate 
requirements.  Prices  have  shov;n  little  change  in  the  past  three 
m.onths  but  are  generally  higher  than  a year  ago. 

Stocks  of  wool  in  Chinese  ports  are  small  owing  to  the  diver- 
sion of  Mongolian  trade  through  Russia  and  to  internal  disturbances 
in  China.  Only  small  amounts  of  Sining  wool  are  available  and  the 
new  clip  of  Mongolian  wools  is  not  expected  to  arrive  at  Tientsin 
before  Septenhcr.  However,  demand  from  America  has  declined  owing 
to  hi^  prices  and  sales  to  other  coimtrios  have  been  very  small. 

The  quantity  of  wool  cataloged  at  the  East  India  v/ool  sales 
held  at  Liverpool,  June  4-7,  was  considerably  less  than  is  usual  for 
the  June  series.  There  v;as  a good  attendance  of  British  and  Conti- 
nental buyers  and  competition  was  fairly  steady,  especially  for 
clean  medium  wools.  American  buyers  did  not  give  much  support  to 
the  sales.  Of  the  19,781  bales  cataloged,  5,256  bales  were  hold 
over  for  the  next  auctions  which  are  shceduled  to  open  July  23. 


Prices  unchanged  at  Boston 

The  market  for  carpet  v/ools  at  Boston  has  been  quiet  and  prices 
have  shown  very  little  change  in  the  last  fev/  months,  ponding  the 
results  of  the  July  and  August  openings  in  carpets  and  rugs.  Most 
sales  have  been  in  small  lots  to  meet  immediate  requiromonts . In 
general,  average  prices  for  June  have  been  higher  than  during  June 
1928,  with  Angora  v;ools  selling  four  c«nts  above  last  year,  Aleppo, 
Av/assi  and  Karadi  wools  three  cents  higher,  China  Sining  two  cents 
higher,  China  No.  1 V/illowed  one  cent  higher,  and  Mongolian  and  Scotch 
blackface  wools  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Prices  of  Jorias  and 
Vicanores  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  last  year  because  since 
the  first  of  March  both  of  these  v/ools  have  boon  reported  as  dirty.

Imports  of  carpet  wools  into  the  United  States  from  January  1 to 
June  1 amounted  to  77  million  pounds  as  compared  with  59  million  last  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  about  30  per  cent  over  1927  and  1928,  China  contin- 
ues to  be  the  principal  source  of  carpet  wools  and  supplied  over  28  million 
pounds  during  the  first  five  months  of  1929.  Argentina  furnished  about  15 
million  pounds,  the  United  Kingdom  over  13  million  pounds  and  India  about  6 
million  pounds 

Imports  of  Carpet  wools  declined  somewhat  during  May  and  amounted  to 
only  11,207,000,  compared  with  16,563,000  in  May  last  year,  and  15,812,000 
for  i^ril  1929.  However,  imports  during  May  1929  were  slightly  in  excess 
of  the  five-year  average  of  11,099,000  pounds  for  May  1924-1928. 

A preliminary  report  received  from  R,  L.  Burrus  of  the  Boston  I'ool 
Office  states  that  the  imports  of  carpet  wools  into  the  ports  of  Boston, 

Hew  York  and  Philadelphia  from  January  1 to  June  29,  1929,  amounted  to  87 
million  pounds  as  compared  with  70  million  for  the  first  six  months  of 
last  year.

Carpet  wool  consumption  increases 

The  consumption  of  carpet  v/ooi  during  May  1929  am.ountod  to  14,234,000 
pounds  as  against  12,883,000  pounds  in  April  1929  and  10,882,000  pounds  in 
May  1928,  according  to  tho  Wool  Consumption  Report  for  May  1929,  issued  by 
the  Bureau  of  tho  Census.  The  May  consumption  is  the  highest  for  any  month' 
this  year  and  is  2,900,000  pounds  greater  than  the  average  monthly  consump- 
tion during  1928. 

During  the  first  five  months  of  1929,  a total  of  67,079,000  pounds 
of  carpet  wool  has  been  consumed  as  comioared  v;ith  55,268,000  pounds  for  the 
same  period  in  1928.  Most  of  this  increase  has  been  in  filling  wools,  the 
consumption  of  which  amounts  to  46,535,000  triis  year  compared  with 

35.975.000  pounds  last  year.  Consumption  of  combing  v/col  this  year  was 

20.544.000  pounds  and  last  year  .amounted  to  19,293,000  pounds.

Chinese  v/ool 

China  is  the  principal  source  of  carpet  ttooIs  consumed  in  the  United 
States  and  during  1923  supplied  over  54  million  pounds,  or  36  per  cent  of 
all  oar  imports.  During  the  first  five  months  of  1929,  imports  from  China 
amounted,  ro  28,025,000  pounds  out  of  a total  of  77,533,000  from  all  countries. 

Stocks  of  wool  at  Tientsin,  Kalgan  andPaotov,  the  principal  concen- 
tration points  for  north  China  and  Kansu  v7ools,  are  siriall  oring  to  the  div- 
ersion of  the  Mongolian  trade  to  ports  of  Russia  and  to  disturbances  in  the 
province  of  Kansu  ivhich  are  retarding  shipments  of  Siding  wool,  according  to 
a radiogram  received  on  July  8 from  Consul  Ceneral  G-auss  at  Tientsin.  Only 
small  amounts  of  Sining  wool  are  now'  available  at  Tientsin  and  the  new  clip 

of  Mongolian  wools  will  not  begin  to  arrive  until  about  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber . 

Supplies  of  wool  at  Tientsin  ai'e  not  determined  sc  much  by  tne  size 
of  the  wool  clip  as  conditions  of  railway  transportation,  interior  taxes, 
and  the  ea.se  with  which  traders  can  operate  in  the  interior  provinces.  Rail 
transportation  conditions  in  Korth  China  have  improved  considerably  during 
the  last  six  m.onths  but  all  lines  are  below  normal  efficiency  and  the  short- 
age of  Cars  still  results  in  heavy  losses  to  business.  In  a radiogram  from 
Peming  June  21,  Commercial  Attache  Julean  Arnold  stated  that  an  extremely 
unsettled  condition  exists  in  Uorth  and  Cent.ral  China  and  the  consequent  un- 
certainty naturally  depress^#  the  trade  outlook. 
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Demand  from  America  is  only  moderate  and  sales  to  other  countries 
are  very  small.  Consul  General  Gauss  reports  the  declared  exports  of  wool 
from  Tientsin  to  America  during  June  amounted  to  2,269,052  pounds  as  fol- 
lows: Carding  wool  in  the  grease  929,610  pounds,  washed  299,205  pcunds,  and 

scoured  267,684  pounds;  combing  wool  in  the  grease  718,251  pounds,  and 
scoured  54,302  pounds.  Exports  to  the  Uni. ted  States,  from  Tientsin  usually 
amount  to  85  to  90  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  from  China  to  the  United 
S"t  clt  s s ▼ 


East  India  wool  auctions 

The  fourth  series  of  the  East  India  wool  auctions  opened  at  Liver- 
pool on  Juxie  4 with  the  bullc  of  the  offerings  consisting  of  medium  and  low 
wasty  lots.  There  was  a fair  selection  of  Jorias  whites  and  yellows.  Av- 
erage vicanere  v’hites  v/ere  plentiful  and  there  was  an  attractive  lot  of 
Kandahar,  Beawar  and  Mar^sar  whites.  Superior  Vicanere  w'hites  and  average 
to  gijnd  yellows  were  scarcer  than  at  the  April  sales.  Bombay  blacks  and 
greys  were  abundant .

There  was  e good  attendance  of  British  and  Continental  buyers  and  com 
petition  v as  fairly  steady  vuth  prices  mostl}'-  at  the  April  rates,  iknerican 
support  Was  less  evident  than  is  usual  at  these  sales- 

Clean  medium  carpet  '•'ools  were  firm  at  unchanged  prices.  Continental 
yellows  were  scarce  and  prices  occasionally  favored  the  cellers.  Jorias  and 
icanere  v'hites  were  in  moderate  reouest  but  the  demand  fell  away  towajd  the 
close  of  the  auctions.  Low  Bombay  yellov/s,  Marwar  yellows  and  dirty  wools 
V. ere  neglected.  Bombay  blacks  and  greys  were  in  limited  demand  selling  in 
some  cases  about  iQ  per  cent  below  the’  .^ril  scries.
